2o The freezing industry in Czechoslovakia started about four years ago. 

Its purpose is to freeze various foodstuffs in periods of abundance for 
periods of need, especially for time of war; for this reason it is con- 
sidered a defense industry, and is under the control of the Uinistry of 
National Defense. This Ministry gives its orders through the State Plan- 
ning Office and the Ministry of Food, exercising a decisive influence on 
the production plan and on the establishment and location of plants. The

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The machinery of the freezing plants consists of compressors driven by 
electric motors. Ammonia or sodium chloride solution is compressed and 
forced into freezing systems (zmrazovaci systemy) connected either to 
freezing tunnels or to Birdse apparatus. Freezing in the tunnels is r 
carried out by the constant flow of cold air (-30° to ~l£° C.) over ' 
produce on a belt conveyer. For storing fruit, vegetables, and meat, u © £ E 
temperature of 15° to lo° is required; and for eggs, batter, lard and « % 2 
socks fresh fruit and vegetables, a temperature of 1° to -7° C. The © 8 ^ 
storage plants are cooled by refrigerating pipes and by circulating ccl^. « fe 
air.
